DEATH AND. BURIAL A Professor ‘Who Would Cut 


Out the Good Book 


On Sunday evening last Rev. Dr. 
Wilson, of the. Methodist Church, 
from 
“An Edmonton Profes- 
Jesus and the 


the subject 
sor’s. Criticism of 
Bible.’’ 

This was brought about by a 
most virulent attack by Professor 
William H. Alexander, of the Univer- 
sity of Alberta, on the resolution 
passed by ‘the Ministerial assoviation 
of Edmonton, asking the Sahool 
Board to devote the last half hour 
of each day to religious instruction 
in the schools. 

The Professor spoke.of the Bible 
as' ‘‘that. collection of Jewish and 
Jewish-Helenistic books called the 
Bible.” He said, ‘‘When a boy my 
mind was almost irretrievably injur- 
ed by the Oriental lust and smut put 
hefore me as the word of God. The 
OldTestament contains some of the 
rawest, vilest and crudest immoral- 
ity that is in print.’’ And again: 
“The Christian ethie has no interest 
in the family. Jesus and his 
apostles were religious mendicants 
calling upon men to renounce domes- 
tie ties in view of the speedy com 
ing of the Messianic Kingdom.” 


There is evidently something. wrong 
with the professor’s mind, and it is 
a quastion whether such a man is a 
fit and proper person to be a teach- 
er of young men and young women 


in the leading university of our 
province. 

Dr. Wilson said, in part: 

No lover of the Bible need set 


himself to defend everything written 
in the Old Testament. There are 
some, things that grate on us. Look- 
ed at with unprejudiced eyes, a large 
part of the hook is seen to be’a par- 
tial history of the rise and develop- 
ment of the Jewish nation, to whom 
God revealed, his nature and his will 
by prophet, poet, statesmon, etc,, as 
well as by various forms of, national 
and personal discipline. Thus, we 
say, the revelation -of God is his- 
torical. It is puogressive, as is all 
knowledge. Full proof of that is 
found when Jesus says: Ye have 
heard that it hath been said of men 
of old time but I say unto 
you. We ought there to expect de- 
fects in the Bible in the form in 
which they are found. 

Vath regard to the fitness of the 
Old Testament for reading, especially 


for,young people, porhaps better than 


any argument of mine will be to 
place over against the Edmonton 
professor’s criticism the words of .a 
very prominent teacher and scholar, 
Prof. R. G. Moulton. No educated 
man will question Prof. Moulton's 
be- 


ability to make the comparison 
tween classical literature and -+the 
Old Testament literature. “Tt is 


one of the curiousities of our civili- 
zation that we are content to go for 
our liberal education to literatures 
which, morally, are at an opposite 
pole from ourselves, literatures in 
which the most exalted tone is often 
an apotheosis of the sensuous, which 
degrade divinity, not only to the 
human level, but to the lowest hum- 
an level of humanity. Our hardest 
social problem being temperance, we 
study in Greek the glorification of 
intoxication We seck to form 
a character in which delicacy and 
reserve shall be supreme, and at the 
same time are training our tastes 
in literatures which, if published as 
English books, would be seized by 
the police It is sumly good 
that our youth should have 
displayed to them, as it is in the 
Old Testament, in a literary dress as 
brilliant as that of Greck literature 

in lyries which Pindar cannot 
surpasi. in rhetoric as forcible as 
that of Demosthenes, or contemplat- 
ive prose not inferior to Plato’s—a 


people dominated by an utter pas- 
sion for righteousness, a people 


whom the ideas of purity, of infinite 
good, of universal order, of faith in 
the irresistijle downfall of all moral 
evil.’ Now, our dmonton profes- 
sor is a teacher of the classics, J am 
told. Tf Professor Moulton’s judg- 
ment of the classics is just (and let 
those who have read them be the 
judgas), how can he consistently con- 
tinue to teach them? Yet he does, 
and we think rightly. But if again 
Moulton’s view of the Bible be cor- 
reet (and let its readers again 
judge), how can he consistentky con- 
demn it because it contains here and 
there a few things inconsistent. with 
our ideas of morals. And how casy 
it‘ would be to quote the opinions of 
truly great men on the Bible, all of 
my hearers know, 

But the most surprising of all our 
critie’s words are those that refer 
to the teachings of Jesus. “The 
Christian ethie,”” he says, “is inade- 
quate and unsatisfactory for the pras- 
ent age.’ To be to'd this is confus- 
ing. What will tho professor put in 
its place? He says: The Christian 
idea! falls upon meckness, humility, 
and softness, generally, T imagine, he 
oes on, a father or mother fveling 
proud that their son was developing 


a character for meekness. Think of 
their pain and mortification, Is not 
this manifestly unfair? If meekness 
were the only virtue taught by 


Jesus, some room would bo thore for 
just criticism. Was Jesus, himsolf, a

The applicant must appear 
person at the Dominion Lands Agen 
cy or Sub-agency for the district 
Entry by proxy maybe made at any 
agency, on certain conditions, b: 
father, mother, son, daughter, broth 
er or sister of intending homesteade: 

Duties.—Six months’ residence up 
on and cultivation of the land i: 
each of thres years. A homesteade: 
may live within nine miles of hi: 
homestead on a farm of at least 8 
acres, Solely owned and occupied b: 
him or by his father, mother, son 
daughter, brother or sister. 

In certain districts a homesteade: 
in good standing may preempt ¢ 
quarter-section alongside his home 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

~Duties.—Must reside upon th 
homestead or pre-emption six month 
in each o: six years from date 0 
homestead entry (including the tim: 
required to earn homestead patent.

Tha 
second son, however, George Howard 
Darwin, who died the other day, was 
one of the foremost astronomers in, 
Burope. 

The third son, Francis Darwin, is 
author, physician, and has been presi- 
dent of the British association fon 
tho advancement of science.

RACE POISONING. 


The liquor question has been Ipok- 
ed upon mostly as a moral question 
until of recent years the great rail- 
roads and other employers of labor 
began to refuse. to employ men who 
drank. 

OF late years, however, the great 
scientists have thrown a light upon 
it that has stirred the world into 
great. activity and that should cause 
every lover of his country to shudder 
at what is ahead of us if we don’t 


. wake up. 


It began in this way: The great 
nations began to observe that the 
reeruits to the armies were getting 
smaller and that an increasing num- 
ber had to be rejected on account of 
some bodily infirmity. Royal Com,r 
missions were appointed to look into 
the cause or causes. These Commis- 


‘ sions all reported the same thing, 


that the principal cause of this de- 
generacy was the drinking habits oof 
the people. The.German report erd- 
ed by saying that if the beer-dnink- 
ing habits of the people were not 
reformed ‘‘in a few generations there 
will not be Germans capable of de- 
fending the Fatherland.’’ Recently 
the Commission appointed by Prasi- 
dent Roosevelt in the United States 
said that if this drink question was 
not settled inside of ten years some 
more verile race would write the 
epitaph of this republic. The Ger- 
man Emperor has recently said that 
the great battles of the future will 
be won by sober nations.. 

This is a phase of the question 
that is not yet fully known—that al- 
cohol is causing degoneracy of the 
people who use it freely to such an 
extent as to threaton their extinc- 
tion. It is now pretty genorally 
coneeded that it was whiskey rather 
than the Japanese that defeated 
the Russians. : 

This view of the matter has natur- 
ally created great alarm in the old 
countries and most of the govern- 
ments are taking measures to spread 
the truth by means of handbills, 
posters, lectures and other ways. 

That is something that has been 
neglected by the authorities in this 
country. Give the people the truth 
and trust them to protect themselv- 
es and their children.

KRAFCHENKD MET FATE 
WITH GALM COURAGE 


While Humble, . sie, ta Protested 
His Innocence to the End; 
Spends Night Praying 


Winnipeg, July 9.—John Krafchen- 
ko, convicted murderer, was hanged 
at Winnipeg provincial jail at 6.59. 
He maintained his nerve and ‘pro- 
tested his innocence to the end, 
meeting death without a tremor. 

His ‘one time bravado had given 
place to a calm courage, which suc- 
ceeded his penitence in the presence 
of his spiritual adviser, Rev. Bertal 
Heeney. 

In token of his complete conver- 
sion, Krafchenko, before the aston- 
ished eyes of his adviser, took | an 
old battered spoon of ordinary make, 
and with this simple instrument 
picked the lock of his cell, giving 
this final proof that had he wished 
he could very easily have made his 
escape. 

The night, preceding the’ hanging 
was spent by Krafchenko with his 
adviser wrapt in prayer. At 4 a.m., 
however, he had a severe fainting 
spell, from which he did not emerge 
until ten minutes before the time for 
his execution. 

‘ After his recovery he walked stead- 
ily to the execution cell, and the 
hanging was accomplished by Arthur 
Ellis without the slightest hitch. 

Krafchenko’s remains were ‘buried 
at 2 o'clock this afternoon at Brook- 
side cemetery.

cruelty of the. law, and the death 
| penalty ‘was abolished for this of- 
fence. In 1830 there was but ono 


capital crime in England, murder; but 
three more were added when’ the 
present code was adopted in 1861. 
One result of the savage code that 
existed in 1820-was-that juries re- 
fused to convict.. At one time it was 
a hanging matter to steal linen, but 
the Irish linen manufacturers _ be- 
Bought Parliament to abolish the 
penalty because it was impossible to 
secure convictions against the thieves. 
The same_ reluctance to convict in 
capital cases remains now. ‘or in- 
stance, in 1891 England secured con- 
victions in 76 per cent. of its non- 
capital cases and in only 33 per cent. 
of capital cases. In the last ten years 
Holland, with no capital punishment, 
secured convictions in 28 out of 35 
homicide cases; and Belgium had 101 
convictions in 132 cases. In 1911 Lon- 
don convictefl only six in 22 murder 
cases, and in the same year New York 
convicted only 13 out of 148.

Now these are being built at 
Saskatoon, Calgary and Moose Jaw. 
They asked for government terminal 
elevators. ‘The Government’ built. a 
capacious one at the head of, thn 
lakes, and had it in operation 
fal. Its elevator policy alone calls 
for an expenditure, of 95,000,000. 

Consider, also, the vigorous man- 
ner_in which it has prosecuted the 
building of the Hudson's Bay rail- 
way. The Liberals played with this 
project for fifteon years. When Hon. 
Frank Cochrane assumed the duties 
of Minister of Railways he — boran 
to rush the work, and two years will 
ste it eompleted.. 

One might go on to spenk, also, of 
the impetus which Western agricul- 
ture has received through the Borden 
Government’s act to spend $10,000,- 
000 on agricultural education. —'Tp- 
day cach of the prairie provinces is 
annually receiving about $60,000 a 
year from this grant. A better way 
of spending money or ayvricultural 
education could not be devised, and 
the result is being seen in the ‘mnbieke 
ed improvement in prairie agricul- 
ture.

HOME MADE BRICKS 


How Medicine Hat Board of Trade 
Fought For Home Products 


The Medicine Hat Board of Trade 
e few weeks ago waited on the Board 
of Education with respect to the con- 
tract for bricks for a new school that 
city is erecting. In addressing the 
Board, the chairman of the deputation 
spoke as follows: 

“] would like to suggest that If pos- 
sible you have the brick for the new 
school made here in town, or if that 
4s impossible at Redcliff. It leaves 
a very bed impression on people com- 
ing into the town and viewing the 
Duilding when completed and saying: 
“You manufactured that brick here 
aid you not?’ and we have to say ‘No, 
ave sent to the States for it.’ It also 
keops a lot of money in the town 
which would otherwise go to the other 
side of the line. We believe the time 
4s ripe for an agitation for the selling 
of home products.” Mr. Huckvale, 
chairman of the board replied that 
the reason for sending across the line 
for the brick was that it would lessen 
the amount of stone that they would 
have to get which also comes from 
the States. Mr. Chudleigh replied 
that good manufactured stone could 
be got in Lethbridge, but the board 
claimed that the plant at Lethbridge 
did not have machinery enough to 
turn out the brick needed tn the new 
school. Mr. Huckvale went on to 
state that the outside brick would be 
all that would be imported and that 
all interior brick would be furnished 
by local dealers, the amount of out- 
side hrick will come to about 300,000, 
while the interlor will reach 2,000,000. 
He also stated that all the building 
on this year’s programme with the 
exception of the technical school 
would be built of local brick and as- 
sured the delegates that they would 
give the matter further attention with 
a view to seeing what could be done. 

Every Canadian Board of Trade, 
particularly those in the West, should 
look into the question of purchases 
by its civic spending departments, and 
should insist, wherever possible, on 
the home made product having the 
preference, ‘even if necessary at a 
slightly higher price. When wo buy 
goods at home, that is in our own 
town or in Canada, we get the goods 
and the money; when we buy goods 
made in United States or elsewhere 
the foreigner gets the money and we 
get the goods.
